This statement is being provided on behalf of the undersigned attorney, Steve 
Stewart, in-house counsel for Digunarc Corporation, the assignee of the subject patent 
application, I have taken over prosecution of this application from Elmer Galbi of the 
law firm Marger Johnson & McCollum, PC. A previous auempt to change the attorney 
of record from Mr. Galbi to me and my in-house colleagues at Digimarc failed due to an 
error in the serial number.
